This Fall has been one of the 
finest for Shore Birds in years 
with St. Louis and St. Charles 


Counties dotted with ponds 
and lakes following the July 
floods. Here’s an example of one 
day's birding: Aug. 22nd; Creve 
Coeur; Bolinger, Vollmar, Pat- 
ton, Einspanier, M. Freer, L. 
Freer, Fischer, Lehmann, O’Mo- 
ran, Wolfe, Short; 1 Black-bellied 
Plover and 1 Golden Plover, 
both adults in full breeding 
plumage and side by side, 5 
Sanderlings, 1 Stilt Sandpiper, 
and miscellaneous other Shore 
Birds. Other observations: Aug.

Equally as wonderful as Shore 
Birds this Fall have been the 
Herons. American Egrets were 
the most abundant since the 
turn of the century. It was not 
unusual to count a thousand in- 
dividuals on a single field-trip 
in St. Louis and St. Charles 
Counties, and a flock of three or 
four hundred in one spot at a 
time was an ordinary sight. 
There were some of the rare 
Snowys too. Miss Ernst reported 
one near the Alton Dam on 
Aug. 13th; Wayne Short found a 
flock of five at Creve Cosur on 


15th; Creve Coeur; Smith, Bol- 

inger, Vollmar, Short; 5 Black-bellied Plovers 
in breeding plumage, 1 long-billed Dowitcher. 
Aug. 15th; Lambert Field; H. Comfort; 8 Black- 
bellied Plovers. Aug. 19th; Creve Coeur; Ernst, 
Short; 2 Sanderlings, 1 Western Sandpiper, 1 
Black-bellied Plover. Sept. 5th; Creve Coeur; 
Ernst, Elliott; 7 White-rumped Sandpipers. 
Sept. 6; St. Charles Co.; J. Comfort, H. Com- 
fort, the Days; 4 Golden Plovers. Sept. 12th; 
Creve Coeur; Jimmy Jackson; 1 Ruddy Turn- 
stone. On many occasions Stilt Sandpipers 
were seen: Aug. 13; St. Charles Co.; two ob- 
served by Miss Ernst. Sept. 7th; Creve Coeur; 
one by Short, M. Hill (also one Sanderling). 
Sept. 12th; near West Lake Park, St. Louis Co.; 
one seen by Bolinger, Vollmar, Einspanier, 
Patton, O’Moran, Wolfe, Short, Ettinger, 
Lehmann, Henke (also one Long-billed Do- 
witcher). Sept. 15th; Creve Coeur; 5 by 
Wayne Short. Sept. 27th; St. Charles Co.; one 
by Dr. and Mrs. Zempel (also one Long-billed 
Dowitcher). 


Aug. 25th, which were seen 
later the same day by Marvin Beckmann and 
Reed Harkness, and by Alberta Bolinger and 
Helen O'Moran on Aug. 29th; single Snowys 
were seen by H. Comfort, J. Comfort, Helen 
Hill, and Mrs. Clinton Day on Sept. 6 and by 
Wayne Short on Sept. 18th. Wayne Short re- 
ported a Yellow-crowned Night Heron in St. 
Charles Co. on Aug. 17th, Miss Ernst and 
Ethel Wolfe seeing it a few days later. . 
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Best chance for “Bird of the Year” honors: 
a Purple Gallinule. On May 7th at the 
Deusing meeting, this birdstolethe show when 
exhibited by O. C. K. Hutchinson of Alton, 
Illinois, who had identified the specimen as a 
Purple Gallinule when it was found exhaust- 
ed near Alton. Nursing it back to health, Mr. 
Hutchinson had it in tip-top shape for the 
Deusing meeting, and what a sensation it 
caused!
